Windows throughout the project are wood 
framed with aluminum cladding on the exterior, 
complete with double glazing. All rooms used 
for instruction purposes are to be fitted with 
black-out blinds for audio-visual instruction. 


Interior wall finishes are generally painted 
concrete block for instructional areas; glazed con- 
crete block for corridors. Stairs and some of the 
corridors will have a plaster finish. Interior walls 
of offices will consist of movable partitions for 
flexibility. Main rotunda of the tower will be 
finished in plaster with some areas in Ontario 
Rideau Marble. 


Floor finishes are cast-in-place terrazzo in all 





entrances, stairs and the main floor of the tower. 
Rubber tile is used primarily in all instruction 
areas where resilient floor covering is required. 
Seamless flooring is used in the bakery and food 
service area. 


The complete complex is fully air conditioned. 
Heating throughout the project is provided by a 
forced hot water system. All mechanical rooms 
are laid out so that as well as being functional 
they may be used for student instruction. Most 
lighting is fluorescent, except where incandescent 
illumination is required. All instruction areas are

ONSTRUCTION has already begun on the 

new Multiple Handicapped Children’s Cen- 
tre, which will become a part of the Glenrose 
Provincial General Hospital complex located on 
the site of the former Royal Alexandra Hospital 
in Edmonton. The centre will cost $3,130,000 
excluding architects fees and equipment, and is 
scheduled for completion by August 1, 1966, in 
time for commencement of the 1966-67 school 
term. 


Establishment of the Multiple Handicapped 
Children’s Program is the result of an extensive 
study by advisory committees of the Departments 
of Health and Education. The Board of the Glen- 
rose Hospital instituted the present programs, and 
the commencement of construction of the new 
building marks an important milestone in the 
government's contribution towards the treatment 
and education of handicapped children. 


The Glenrose pilot project began early in 
1964, when the first 44-bed School-Hospital 
for Handicapped Children opened on the fourth 
floor of the building which was once Edmonton’s 
Royal Alexandra Hospital. There young student- 
patients ranging in age from 5 to 17 years receive 
schooling of a specialized and individualized type 
at all levels. In addition, there are complete faci- 
lities for Physiotherapy, Occupational Therapy, 
and Speech and Hearing Therapy, as well as 
Social Services, for both in-patients and day 
patients. 


—_ 


With the opening of the Handicapped Chil- 
dren’s Centre, the project will be moved to the 
new building, where accommodation will be pro- 
vided for 100 in-patients and 120 day patients. 
The day patients will share with 60 multiple hand- 
icapped children and 40 emotionally disturbed 
children in receiving both medical care and edu- 
cation. 

There will be twenty-four classrooms, each 
equipped with special teaching aids. Highly qua- 
lified teachers will be provided by the Edmonton 
Public School Board. Provision will be made for 
closed circuit television for educational purposes, 
and in certain of the treatment areas to assist in 
a graduate training program. 

The therapeutic pool and hydrotherapy area, 
the gymnasium and auditorium will be used joint- 
ly by the Children’s Centre and the Convalescent 
Unit located in the Glenrose Hospital, and the 
kitchen, staff cafeteria, and locker room facilities 
will serve the entire complex as well. 


The Multiple Handicapped Children’s Centre 
will also accommodate the Provincial Guidance 
Clinic, and the present Cerebral Palsy Clinic will 
move from its location on 74th Avenue in Ed- 
monton, and will become an integral part of the 
day program. 

By the time the Centre is completed in 1966, 
the Glenrose Complex will be equipped to pro- 
vide services in the entire field of Rehabilitation 
for residents of northern Alberta.

eA detailed study of the programme of accommodation provided by the 
Msem consultant of the Provincial Secretary’s Department was initiated 
y the Department of Public Works.

Exhibition 
eas can be utilized in conjunction with the public facilities, which include 
1 auditorium, cafeteria and lecture rooms. These functions may also 
used independently. 

Personnel from the Provincial Secretary’s Department and the De- 
; tment of Public Works were sent on a fact-finding tour of museums 
Canada and the Eastern United States. Detailed information was 
thered and museum people interviewed provided much valuable infor- 
ation from their own experiences in building up and running a museum. 


Based on this preliminary analysis, an architectural concept was 
eveloped, It was agreed that the greatest attempt should be made to 
““erve the dignity and serenity of the site and keep as many as possible 
wa present trees and plantings intact. The solution to this was to 
ng the visitor directly to the heart of the site before entering any 
ng. With the main entrance facing a small plaza, which in turn 


pines by the buildings, a degree of intimacy and friendliness is brought 
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The main museum complex has been kept in one and two storey masses 
with possibility for future horizontal expansion; the archives building 
at one storey, with future additions vertically. 


Architectural treatment, both externally and internally, reflects a 
concern for clarity and the balance of masses and proportions. A sense 
of scale has been sought with the effect of light and shadow and appli- 
cations of various textures. The use of sculpture and relief work serves the 
same purpose, as well as a means of preserving and recording visual 
images relating to the history of Alberta. 


Negotiations have been carried out with the city of Edmonton, in 
order that slopes on the South end of the site may be developed as a 
terraced garden. This was done because extensive landscaping is desirable 
to bring the whole area into use for public and museum functions. 


An enthusiastic programme of objectives and displays has been under- 
taken by the Museums Branch Department of the Provincial Secretary for 
Alberta's Official Confederation Memorial Project. 


Main object of the museum and archives is to establish a free public 
museum which will portray Alberta from its beginning. This is to be 
accomplished through collection, preservation and exhibition of significant 
natural and historical objects, and by providing related educational services. 


Main purpose of the establishment will be to increase public knowledge, 
wise use and enjoyment of the province’s natural and social heritage. 
Display galleries are being planned and historical objects, documents and 
natural history specimens are being collected. Through displays arranged 
in story sequence, the history of trades, professions, daily lives, creative and 
religious activities, and regional stories will be presented. The archives 
will contain collections and arrangements of documentary materials on 
the history of Alberta, 


Besides the expected displays featuring Indian artifacts, exploration, 
fur trade, settlement and agriculture, the museum will also show several 
aspects of early industry and commerce. 


Daily life in the home and the community is to be portrayed. A special 
room will highlight the special features of the many ethnic groups in 
the province. Religious life, creative activities, prominent people, com- 
munities, regions, military organizations and firearms will all be subjects 


for displays. 


Extensive exhibits of Alberta’s history in the field of communications, 
transportation, government, politics and organizations have also been 
planned. 


A series of reconstructed rooms, shops and offices will cover a wide 
area of interest. School rooms, business and professional offices, a settler’s 
cabin, blacksmith shop, saddlery shop, movie theatre, newspaper office, 
and period living room, bedroom and kitchen displays, plus several others 
will be featured in this area. 


Natural history displays will provide extensive coverage with col- 
lections and information on rocks, fossils, insects, birds, mammals, minerals 
and plants. Field collections and taxidermy are currently being carried 
out by the Museum Branch staff. 


Materials to be housed in the archives will provide documented 
history of the province. Government records, political papers, photographs, 
speeches, surveys, diaries, maps, writings, newspapers, society records, 
minute books, microfilms and a long list of other historical items will 
provide an excellent source of information to students, as well as the 
general public. e
